GENERAL  INFORMATION 

REGARDING 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  INTERIOR. 

(1)  Office  of  the  Secretary. — The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  exercises  administrative 
control  over  the  work  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  which  is  directly  supervised 
by  the  heads  of  the  several  bureaus  and  offices. 

He  exercises  direct  supervision  over  the  national  parks  (except  battlefield  parks) 
and  the  Hot  Springs  Reservation  in  Arkansas,  and  has  certain  powers  and  duties  in 
relation  to  the  Territories.  All  communications  relating  to  these  subjects  and  to 
appeals  pending  before  the  Secretary  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  Washington,  D.  C.  All  other  correspondence  and  all  remittances  should 
be  sent  to  the  head  of  the  proper  bureau  or  office. 

The  department  issues  no  general  list  of  publications,  nor  does  it  have  a  general 
mailing  list  for  publications.  The  only  bureaus  of  the  department  that  issue  lists 
of  publications  are  the  Bureau  of  Education,  the  Geological  Survey,  the  Bureau  of 
Mines,  the  Reclamation  Service,  and  the  Patent  Office.  Pamphlet  copies  of  the 
annual  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  department  mentioned  in  this  circular  (except  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  and  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey)  will  be  fur- 
nished free  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  long  as  the  supply  lasts.  As  the  law 
prohibits  duplication,  only  one  copy  can  be  sent  to  one  person.  A  bound  volume 
containing  all  the  reports  is  not  available  for  general  distribution.  Circulars  of 
information  relating  to  the  administration  of  the  laws  may  be  obtained  from  the 
bureaus. 

Frequently  reports  that  can  no  longer  be  furnished  by  the  department  may  be 
obtained  by  purchase  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing 
Office. 

At  times  the  Secretary  has  a  limited  number  of  wall  maps  of  the  United  States  for 
distribution  to  schools  and  public  libraries  (one  to  each  institution),  but  not  to  indi- 
viduals. This  map  measures  84  by  61  inches  and  is  on  the  scale  of  37  miles  to  the 
inch.  It  has  smaller  scale  insets  showing  Alaska,  the  Canal  Zone,  and  insular 
possessions.  It  shows  the  territorial  growth  of  the  United  States,  the  principal 
towns  and  railroads,  Indian  and  other  reservations,  national  parks,  national  forests, 
and  reclamation  projects.  It  does  not  show  county  boundaries.  This  map  may  be 
purchased  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office, 
for  $1. 

The  decisions  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  relating  to  public  lands  and  pen- 
sions are  no  longer  sold  by  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  but  may  be  purchased  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office.  The  advance  sheets 
of  the  Land  Decisions  and  Pension  Decisions  are  sold  for  $1  per  volume  for  each 
series,  payable  in  advance.  A  price  list  of  the  bound  volumes  will  be  forwarded  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents. 

Reports  or  documents  of  either  House  of  Congress  are  not  distributed  by  this 
department.  They  may  often  be  obtained  by  purchase  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents,  Government  Printing  Office. 

Copies  of  bills  introduced  in  Congress  may  be  obtained  from  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives. 
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Printed  copies  of  separate  acts  of  Congress  may  be  obtained  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  for  5  cents  each  or  SI  for  the  entire  session, 
the  acts  to  be  delivered  as  printed.  The  Statutes  at  Large  and  the  Revised  Statutes 
may  be  purchased  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office. 

The  following  statement  of  the  work  of  the  several  bureaus  and  offices  is  issued 
for  the  information  of  the  public  generally.  Business  will  be  expedited  if  correspond- 
ence is  addressed  and  remittances  made  in  the  manner  stated.  Communications  and 
remittances  for  the  bureaus  should  not  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

(2)  General  Land  Office. — The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  is  charged 
with  the  survey,  management,  and  disposition  of  the  public  lands,  the  adjudication 
of  conflicting  claims  relating  thereto,  the  granting  of  railroad  and  other  rights  of  way, 
easements,  the  issuance  of  patents  for  lands,  and  with  furnishing  certified  copies  of 
land  patents  and  of  records,  plats,  and  papers  on  file  in  his  office.  In  national  forests 
he  executes  all  laws  relating  to  surveying,  prospecting,  locating,  appropriating,  enter- 
ing, reconveying,  or  patenting  of  public  lands,  and  to  the  granting  of  rights  of  way 
amounting  to  easements.  All  communications  should  be  addressed  to  the  "Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  Washington,  D.  C."  Remittances  must  be  by 
money  order,  New  York  draft,  certified  check,  or  bank  cashier's  check. 

Communications  relative  to  national  forest  matters,  other  than  those  specifically 
mentioned  above  as  being  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Land  Office,  shoidd 
be  addressed  to  the  "Forester,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C." 

The  State  and  Territorial  maps  published  by  the  General  Land  Office  are  sold  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  for  25  cents  per  map, 
or  per  sheet,  when  a  map  is  in  two  sheets.  California  is  in  two  sheets.  These  maps 
are  on  the  scale  of  12  miles  to  the  inch,  and  late  editions  show  the  boundaries  of  coun- 
ties, land  districts,  national  forests  and  parks,  and  Indian,  military,  and  other  reser- 
vations. They  show  the  township  lines  where  the  lands  are  surveyed,  but  not  the 
section  lines.  They  are  not  backed  with  cloth  nor  mounted  ou  rollers,  nor  are  the  vacant 
public  lands  indicated.    The  latest  issue  of  each  map  is  stated  below.

(3)  Bureau  of  Education. — The  Bureau  of  Education  collects  statistics  and  general 
information  showing  the  conditions  and  progress  of  education,  issues  an  annual  report 
in  two  volumes,  a  bulletin  in  several  numbers  annually,  and  miscellaneous  publi- 
cations; has  charge  of  the  schools  for  the  education  of  native  children  in  Alaska;  super- 
vises the  reindeer  industry  in  Alaska;  and  administers  the  endowment  fund  for  the 
support  of  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts.  A  list  of  publi- 
cations is  distributed  free  of  charge.  All  communications  should  be  addressed  to 
"The  Commissioner  of  Education,  Washington,  D.  C." 

With  the  exception  of  the  schools  for  native  children  in  Alaska,  the  Commissioner 
©f  Education  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  schools  in  the  Territories  or  outlying  posses- 
sions.

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(4)  Pension  Office. — The  Commissioner  of  Pensions  supervises  the  examination  and 
adjudication  of  all  claims  arising  under  laws  passed  by  Congress  granting  pensions 
on  account  of  service  in  the  Army  or  Navy;  claims  for  reimbursement  for  the  expenses 
of  the  last  sickness  and  burial  of  deceased  pensioners,  and  also  claims  for  bounty-land 
warrants  based  upon  military  or  naval  service  rendered  prior  to  March  3,  1855.  All 
communications  should  be  addressed  to  "The  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  Washing- 
ton, p.  C." 

(5)  Patent  Office. — The  Commissioner  of  Patents  is  charged  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  patent  laws  and  supervision  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  granting  of  letters 
patent  for  inventions  and  designs  and  the  registration  of  trade-marks.  All  commu- 
nications should  be  addressed  to  "The  Commissioner  of  Patents,  Washington,  D.  C." 
A  list  of  publications  and  pamphlets  containing  the  rules  of  practice  and  statutes 
relating  to  patents,  trade-marks,  etc.,  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  commis- 
sioner. All  remittances  for  the  Patent  Office  shoidd  be  made  by  money  order  or 
certified  check  payable  to  "The  Commissioner  of  Patents,"  certificate  of  deposit,  or 
cash,  which  latter,  if  sent  by  mail,  should  be  registered. 

Subscription  to  the  Official  Gazette  (S5  per  annum)  should  be  sent  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  who  also  sells  the  bound  vol- 
umes of  the  Official  Gazette  and  the  bound  volumes  of  specifications  and  drawings. 
Subscriptions  to  the  Trade  Mark  Supplements  ($2  per  annum)  and  the  weekly  edi- 
tion of  Commissioner's  Decisions  ($2  per  annum)  should  be  addressed  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Patents.  Single  copies  of  patents  are  sold  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Patents  for  5  cents  each. 

(6)  Geological  Survey. — The  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  is  charged  under 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  with  classification  of  the  public  lands  and 
the  examination  of  the  geologic  structure,  mineral  resources,  and  mineral  products 
of  the  national  domain.  In  conformity  with  this  authorization,  the  Geological  Survey 
has  been  engaged  in  making  a  geologic  map  of  the  United  States,  involving  both 
topographic  and  geologic  surveys,  in  collecting  annually  the  statistics  of  mineral 
production,  and  in  conducting  investigations  relating  to  surface  and  underground 
waters. 

The  testing  of  fuels  and  the  investigations  of  mine  accidents  are  now  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  Mines.  The  testing  of  structural  materials  is  now  made  by  the  Bureau 
of  Standards,  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor. 

Topographic  and  geologic  maps  and  some  of  the  publications  are  sold;  other  publi- 
cations are  distributed  free.  Circulars  showing  maps  published  and  lists  of  publi- 
cations are  distributed  free  of  charge.  Lists  of  new  publications  are  issued  from  time 
to  time  and  are  sent  to  persons  expressing  a  desire  to  receive  them.  It  is  impossible 
to  comply  with  general  demands  for  the  publications  that  are  distributed  free,  such 
as  to  have  all  of  any  series  sent,  but  specific  requests  for  publications  are  granted 
so  far  as  they  are  available.  No  person  can  obtain  more  than  one  copy  of  any  free 
publication.  The  unit  of  publication  of  the  topographic  map  is  an  atlas  sheet  16|  by 
20  inches,  which  represents  an  area  15',  3CK,  or  1°  in  extent  each  way,  according  to 
the  scale  of  the  map.  The  scale  of  the  15'  sheet  is  1:62,500,  that  of  the  30'  sheet  is 
1:125,000,  and  that  of  the  1°  sheet  is  1:250.000.  A  sheet  is  designated  by  the  name 
of  some  well-known  place  or  feature  appearing  on  it.  The  maps  are  sold  at  the  rate 
of  5  cents  a  sheet  of  standard  size,  or  $3  a  hundred.  Persons  desiring  circulars  on 
topographic  maps  should  specify  the  State  or  States  in  which  the  area  mapped  is 
situated. 

All  communications  should  be  addressed  to  "  The  Director,  United  States  Geological 
Survey,  Washington,  D.  C."  Remittances  should  be  by  postal  money  order  payable 
to  the  order  of  the  director,  or  in  cash — the  exact  amount. 
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(7)  Bureau  of  Mines. — The  Bureau  of  Mines  is  charged  with  the  investigations  of  the 
methods  of  mining,  especially  in  relation  to  the  safety  of  miners  and  the  appliances 
best  adapted  to  prevent  accidents,  the  possible  improvement  of  conditions  under 
which  mining  operations  are  carried  on,  the  treatment  of  ores  and  other  mineral  sub- 
stances, the  use  of  explosives  and  electricity,  the  prevention  of  accidents,  and  other 
inquiries  and  technological  investigations  pertinent  to  such  industries.  It  also  tests 
and  analyzes  coals,  lignites,  ores,  and  other  mineral  fuel  substances  belonging  to  or  for 
the  use  of  the  United  States,  and  has  supervision  over  the  mine  inspectors  for  the 
Territories. 

A  list  of  publications  is  distributed  free.  Lists  of  new  publications  are  issued  from 
time  to  time  and  are  sent  to  persons  expressing  a  desire  to  receive  them.  No  general 
mailing  list  for  all  publications  is  maintained.  All  communications  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  "The  Director,  Bureau  of  Mines,  Washington,  D.  C." 

(8)  Reclamation  Service. — The  Reclamation  Service,  under  the  personal  super- 
vision and  direction  of  the  Secretary,  is  charged  with  the  survey,  construction,  and 
operation  of  the  irrigation  works  in  arid  States,  authorized  by  the  act  of  June  17, 
1902.  Circulars  describing  the  projects  and  a  list  of  publications  are  distributed 
free.  All  communications  should  be  addressed  to  "The  Director  of  the  Reclamation 
Service,  Washington,  D.  C." 

(9)  Office  of  Indian  Affairs. — The  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  has  charge  of  the 
Indian  tribes  of  the  United  States,  exclusive  of  Alaska.  He  looks  after  their  lands, 
moneys,  schools,  and  general  welfare,  and  purchases  the  necessary  supplies.  All 
communications  should  be  addressed  to  "The  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C."  The  office  of  Indian  Affairs  issues  no  publications  except  an  annual 
administrative  report.  Publications  relating  to  the  history  and  languages  of  the 
Indians  are  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  American  Ethnology,  Washington,  D.  C,  which 
distributes  lists  of  publications  free  of  charge. 

(10)  Freedmen's  Hospital. — The  Freedmen's  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  such 
persons  from  the  District  of  Columbia  and  from  elsewhere  in  special  cases  as  are  unable 
to  pay  for  medical  or  surgical  attendance.  The  hospital  is  located  at  the  corner  of 
Sixth  and  Bryant  streets  NW.,  Washington,  D.  C.  All  communications  should  be 
addressed  to  "The  Surgeon  in  Chief,  Freedmen's  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C." 

(11)  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane. — The  Government  Hospital  for  the 
Insane  cares  for  the  insane  of  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Public  Health  and 
Marine-Hospital  Service,  insane  residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  United  States 
prisoners  before  and  after  conviction,  inmates  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled 
Volunteer  Soldiers,  and  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  Washington,  D.  C.  The  hospital  is 
located  on  Nichols  Avenue,  beyond  Anacostia,  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  All 
communications  should  be  addressed  to  "The  Superintendent  of  the  Government 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Washington,  D.  C." 

(12)  Howard  University. — Howard  University  was  established  in  1867  for  the 
education  of  colored  youth  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  and  is  supported  partly 
by  congressional  appropriations  and  by  private  donations.  It  is  located  at  the  corner 
of  Sixth  and  Howard  streets  NW.,  Washington,  D.  C.  Annual  reports  are  required 
by  law  to  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  All  communications  relating 
to  the  educational  features  of  the  university  should  be  addressed  to  "The  President, 
Howard  University,  Washington,  D.  C." 

(13)  Columbia  Institution  for  the  Deaf. — All  deaf  mutes  of  teachable  age  residing 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  not  exceeding  100  in  number  from  the  several  States 
and  Territories,  are  admitted  without  charge.  The  charge  for  pay  pupils  is  $250  per 
annum.  All  communications  should  be  addressed  to  "The  President,  Columbia 
Institution  for  the  Deaf,  Washington,  D.  C."  Entrance  to  the  grounds  of  the  insti- 
tution, locally  known  as  "Kendall  Green,"  is  on  Florida  Avenue  opposite  Seventh 
Street  NE.,  Washington,  D.  C. 
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(14)  National  Parks. — The  national  parks  and  reservations  mentioned  below  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  General  information,  the 
annual  administrative  reports,  copies  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  compilations 
of  the  laws  relating  to  the  parks  may  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
or  from  the  superintendents  of  the  parks.  The  reports  of  the  superintendents  of  the 
following  parks  contain  maps:  Yellowstone,  Yosemite,  Sequoia,  General  Grant,  Gla- 
cier, ard  Crater  Lake.  Descriptive  circulars  can  generally  be  seemed  from  the 
railroads. 

Yellowctone  National  Pari  is  in  Wyoming,  Montana,  and  Idaho,  and  has  an  area 
of  2,142,720  acres.  The  superintendent's  address  is  Yellowstone  Park,  Wyoming. 
The  park  can  be  reached  by  the  following  railroads:  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  to 
Gardiner,  the  northern  entrance,  via  Livingston,  Mont. ;  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad 
to  Yellowstone,  Mont.,  the  western  entrance;  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  Rail- 
road to  Cody,  Wyo.,  from  which  the  eastern  entrance  to  the  park  is  accessible.  Stage 
and  private  transportation  connections  for  the  reservation  are  made  at  all  these  points. 
The  tourist  season  extends  from  June  1  to  September  15.  The  following  publications 
on  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  may  be  obtained  by  purchase  from  the  Director  of 
the  Geological  Survey,  Washington,  D.  C.

Bulletin  395,  Radioactivity  of  the  thermal  waters  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park.  Free. 

Yosemite  National  Park,  California,  including  the  Yosemite  Valley  and  Mariposa 
Big  Tree  Grove,  embraces  an  area  of  719,622  acres.  The  superintendent's  address  is 
Yosemite,  Cal.  The  park  can  be  reached  from  Merced  on  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  Fe  and  the  Southern  Pacific  railroads,  by  way  of  Yosemite  Valley  Railroad, 
which  runs  to  the  western  boundary;  and  by  connections  of  the  same  roads  to  Ray- 
mond, on  the  southwest  ;  stage  lines  run  from  the  terminus  of  the  Yosemite  Valley 
Railroad  and  from  Raymond  to  Yosemite  Valley  within  the  park.  The  tourist  season 
extends  from  May  1  to  November  1,  but  the  park  is  accessible  and  hotel  accommoda- 
tions are  furnished  the  entire  year. 

Glacier  National  Park,  Montana,  has  an  area  of  approximately  915,000  acres,  of  which 
15,000  acres  have  been  surveyed.  Within  the  limits  stated  there  are  250  lakes,  rang- 
ing from  10  mjles  to  a  few  hundred  feet  in  extent.  There  are  more  than  60  glaciers 
between  5  square  miles  and  a  few  acres  in  area.  The  superintendent's  address  is  Bel- 
ton,  Mont.  The  park  can  be  reached  from  Belton  on  the  Great  Northern  Railway. 
The  tourist  season  extends  from  May  1  to  about  September  15. 

Mount  Rainier  National  Park,  Washington,  has  an  area  of  207,360  acres.  The  super- 
intendent's address  is  Ashford,  Wash.  The  park  is  reached  by  stage  or  private  trans- 
portation from  Ashford,  Wash.,  on  the  Tacoma  Eastern  Railroad,  and  by  trail  from 
Fairfax,  on  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad.  The  tourist  season  extends  from  June  15 
to  September  15. 

Sequoia  National  Park,  California,  has  an  area  of  161,597  acres.  The  address  of 
the  superintendent  is  Ranger,  Cal.,  during  the  tourist  months  (June  1  to  September 
15),  and  Three  Rivers,  Cal.,  the  balance  of  the  year.  This  park  maybe  reached  from 
Visalia,  on  the  Southern  Pacific  and  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  railroads 
by  way  of  the  Visalia  Electric  Railroad  Company  to  Lemon  Cove,  thence  by  stage 
or  private  conveyance  to  the  Giant  Forest  within  the  park,  or  by  private  conveyance 
from  Visalia  via  Lemon  Cove. 
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General  Grant  National  Park,  California,  has  an  area  of  2,536  acres.  This  reserva- 
tion is  administered  jointly  with  Sequoia  National  Park,  and  the  tourist  season  extends 
from  June  1  to  September  15.  The  address  of  the  superintendent  is  given  above. 
The  park  may  be  reached  by  stage  and  private  conveyance  from  Sanger,  on  the 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad,  or  by  trail  from  Sequoia  National  Park. 

Crater  Lake  National  Park,  Oregon,  has  an  area  of  159,360  acres.  The  address  of 
the  superintendent  during  the  tourist  months  (June  15  to  September  30)  is  Crater 
Lake,  Oreg.,  and  during  the  balance  of  the  year  Klamath  Falls,  Oreg.  This  park 
may  be  reached  by  steamer  line  and  stage  from  Klamath  Falls,  Oreg.,  or  by  private 
conveyance  from  Medfprd,  on  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad.  Klamath  Falls  may 
be  reached  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  and  connecting  stage  and  steamer  line. 

Wind  Cave  National  Park,  South  Dakota,  .contains  10,522  acres.  The  superintend- 
ent's address  is  Wind  Cave,  S.  Dak.  This  park  may  be  reached  by  private  convey- 
ance from  Hot  Springs,  on  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  and  the  Chicago  and 
Northwestern  Railroads,  or  by  similar  conveyance  from  Custer,  on  the  Chicago,  Bur- 
lington and  Quincy  Railroad.    The  reservation  is  open  to  tourists  the  entire  year. 

Sullys  Hill  Park,  North  Dakota,  on  the  shore  of  Devils  Lake,  has  an  area  of  780  acres. 
The  address  of  the  superintendent  is  Fort  Totten,  N.  Dak.  Devils  Lake,  Narrows, 
and  Tokio,  on  the  Great  Northern  Railroad,  are  close  to  the  park,  and  from  these 
points  the  reservation  can  be  approached  by  wagon,  or  by  boat  (private  conveyance)- 

Piatt  National  Park,  at  Sulphur,  Okla.,  has  an  area  of  848.22  acres.  Sulphur  is 
the  post-office  address  of  the  superintendent.  The  town  is  accessible  by  the  Atchi- 
son, Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  and  the  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco  Railroads.  The  park, 
which  is  open  to  tourists  the  entire  year,  is  within  walking  or  riding  distance  of  the 
railroads. 

Mesa  Verde  National  Park,  Colorado,  has  an  area  of  42,376  acres;  and  the  5-mile 
strip  under  the  park  jurisdiction  for  the  protection  of  ruins,  which  abuts  the  park, 
contains  175,360  acres.  The  address  of  the  superintendent  is  Mancos,  Colo.,  the 
nearest  railroad  station,  on  the  Rio  Grande  Southern  Railroad.  The  station  is  about 
25  miles  from  the  ruins,  which  may  be  reached  only  by  horseback  or  on  foot.  The 
tourist  season  extends  from  May  1  to  September  30. 

Casa  Grande  Ruin,  Arizona,  a  reservation,  has  an  area  of  480  acres.  The  nearest 
railroad  station  is  Casa  Grande,  on  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad.  It  may  also  be 
reached  by  private  conveyance  from  Florence,  Ariz.,  on  the  Phoenix  and  Eastern 
Railroad.    The  address  of  the  custodian  is  Florence. 

The  Mesa  Verde  National  Park  and  the  Casa  Grande  Reservation  were  set  aside  to 
protect  the  instructive  prehistoric  ruins  and  other  objects  of  antiquity  which  they 
contain.  These  ruins  are  being  excavated  and  repaired  and  are  open  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  visitors.  Reports  on  the  repair  of  such  ruins  have  been  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  and  more  detailed  accounts  are  distributed  by  the  Bureau  of 
American  Ethnology,  Smithsonian  Institution. 

Hot  Springs  Reservation,  Arkansas  (the  permanent  reservation),  has  an  area  of  911.63 
acres.  Eleven  bathhouses  on  the  reservation  and  thirteen  in  the  city  of  Hot  Springs, 
as  well  as  several  hotels  operated  in  connection  with  bathhouses,  receive  hot  water 
from  the  springs,  under  lease  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  The  address  of  the 
superintendent  is  Hot  Springs,  Ark.  The  city  is  reached  by  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island  and  Pacific  and  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  railroads.  A  num- 
ber of  bathhouses  are  open  to  the  public  the  entire  year. 

(15)  Reservations  for  the  protection  of  native  wild  birds  have  been  created  in  the 
States  and  Territories.  Communications  relating  to  the  creation  thereof  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  to  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  for  pro- 
tection of  the  birds  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 
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(16)  Preservation  of  American  antiquities. — Under  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
June  8,  1906,  interdepartmental  regulation's  governing  the  excavation,  appropria- 
tion, etc.,  of  prehistoric  ruins  or  objects  of  antiquity  have  been  promulgated  by  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Interior,  Agriculture,  and  War.  Applications  for  permits  to  make 
excavations  on  the  public  lands,  Indian  reservations,  or  the  national  monuments 
named  below  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.

Eleven  other  national  monuments  have  also  been  set  aside  under  this  act,  ten  of 
which  are  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  one 
under  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  whom  inquiries  in  regard  thereto  should  be  addressed. 

(17)  Territories  and  insular  possessions. — The  following  Territories  are  under  the 
general  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior:  District  of  Alaska  (capital, 
Juneau);  Arizona  (capital,  Phoenix);  Hawaii  (capital,  Honolulu);  New  Mexico 
(capital,  Santa  Fe).    Local  affairs  are  entirely  under  the  supervision  of  the  governors. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  governors  of  the  Territories  mentioned  above  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  More  detailed  information  can  often 
be  obtained  from  the  governors.  Information  in  relation  to  public  lands,  except 
those  of  Hawaii,  may  be  obtained  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C.  Information  concerning  lands  in  Hawaii  may  be  obtained  from 
the  governor  of  the  Territory.  Publications  relating  to  the  geology  and  mineral 
resources  of  Alaska  may  be  obtained  from  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

A  list  of  publications  relating  to  noncontiguous  territory  and  Cuba  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Department  of  the  Interior  can  furnish  no  information  regarding  Porto  Rico, 
which  is  now  under  the  supervision  of  the  War  Department. 

Reports  on  the  Philippine  Islands  may  be  obtained  from  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives, or  from  the  Bureau  of  Insular  Affairs,  WTar  Department.
